To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  have  in  Circular  2/50  (Wales) 
requested  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  1949,  be  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1948. 

My  report  this  year  does  not  include  any  account  of  the  services 
which  have  been  transferred  to  other  authorities  as  a result  of  the 
National  Health  Services  Act. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  District  has  been  main- 
tained at  a high  level  and  there  has  not  been  any  serious  outbreak 
of  any  of  the  infectious  diseases.  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
notified  during  the  year  and  Scarlet  Fever  still  remained  of  the 
mild  type,  there  being  34  cases  as  against  75  for  the  previous  year. 
There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  Measles  notifications  (281)  as 
against  238  for  the  year  1948.  Whooping  cough  notifications 
were  47. 

Whilst  in  the  County  generally  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis)  was  more  prevalent,  we  were  fortunate  in  having  only 
three  cases  in  the  District  and  these  were  not  of  a serious  type. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  been  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  and  should  be  completed  during  the  coming  year,  all  the  worst 
types  of  housing  having  been  surveyed  and  placed  in  the  appropriate 
categories.  In  the  body  of  the  report  further  reference  is  made 
and  a detailed  table  is  shewn.  Unfortunately  there  is  still  a number 
of  persons  who  are  living  under  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  and 
whose  standards  necessarily  fall  far  below  those  who  are  more 
fortunately  housed  in  new  Council  houses. 

Again  I wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 
unsatisfactory  living  conditions  of  some  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
where  the  patients  are  having  to  be  nursed  at  home  due  to  their 
inability  to  gain  admission  to  hospital  owing  to  the  very  large 
waiting  lists.

SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER 

A satisfactory  standard  of  purity  in  the  water  supplies  con- 
trolled by  your  authority  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  and  in  those  parts  of  the  district  still  supplied  by  means  of 
wells  and  springs  of  doubtful  purity,  there  has  been  no  evidence 
of  any  water  borne  diseases.  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo 
solvency  in  any  of  the  Council’s  supplies.  Samples  of  water  for 
bacteriological  examination  have  been  taken  regularly  from  each 
of  the  supplies,  including  public  and  private  mains,  wells  and 
springs.  The  results  obtained  appear  in  tabular  form  on  page  12, 
and  were  reported  to  you  at  the  Health  Committee  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  in  the  form  of  a joint  report  by  your  Medical  Officer 
and  Surveyor. 

Much  progress  has  been  achieved  during  the  year  in  the  work 
of  extending  public  mains  to  supply  isolated  villages  and  dairy 
farm  premises. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  approved  a scheme  for  the  installa- 
tion of  a mains  supply  along  the  Rudry  Road,  Lisvane,  where  several 
dwelling  houses  and  three  dairy  farms  were  dependent  upon  wells, 
springs  and  a stream  of  doubtful  purity.  The  scheme  is  nearing 
completion  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  connect  up  the 
houses  and  farms  concerned. 

A scheme  to  extend  the  public  mains  for  a distance  of  half  a 
mile  along  Thornhill  Road,  Lisvane,  was  completed  during  the 
year.  Ten  dwelling  houses  and  three  dairy  farms  have  already 
connected  their  premises  and  discontinued  the  use  of  wells  and 
roof  rainwater  storage  tanks.  An  extension  of  the  public  mains 
was  completed  at  Cherry  Orchard,  Lisvane,  where  eight  dwelling 
houses  and  a dairy  farm  benefited  considerably  by  the  provision. 

The  private  mains  supply  to  Creigiau  Village,  dependent  on 
springs  of  doubtful  purity  which  had  to  be  heavily  chlorinated  to 
ensure  safety  for  human  consumption,  was  replaced  by  a satis- 
factory supply  from  the  Pentyrch  public  mains.

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The  well  supply  to  the  Council  houses  at  Llanfedw  is  not 
satisfactory,  two  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
gave  results  of  doubtful  purity.  Negotiations  are  proceedings 
with  a view  to  securing  a supply  from  the  mains  at  Cefn  Mably 
Hospital  situated  within  a distance  of  half  a mile  of  the  houses. 

I must  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  several  communities 
in  the  Council’s  district  are  still  dependent  on  a street  tap  supply, 
and  in  my  opinion  this  cannot  be  regarded  as  adequate.  In  districts 
where  the  volume  and  pressure  of  the  supply  is  sufficient  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  instal  a piped  supply  into  the  houses. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  P.  Youldon,  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  progress  report  on  the  proposed  extension  of 
public  mains  in  your  district. 

Bonvilston  and  Welsh  St.  Donatts  scheme  which  includes 
Glyn  Cory,  Peterston  and  Pendoylan. 

This  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  March,  1949,  and  during 
the  year  the  following  progress  was  recorded  : — 

1.  Water  Main  : 

(a)  Pendoylan  Section — 

Lilypot  Farm  to  Pendoylan  and  Clawdd  Coch,  Tredo- 
dridge  and  Dyffryn  Manor. 

(b)  Welsh  St.  Donatts  Section — 

Lilypot  Farm  to  Crossways  Farm,  Bonvilston. 

2.  Storage  Tanks  and  other  works  at  Lilypot  Farm  : 

(a)  Construction  of  concrete  tanks  (100,000  gallons 
capacity).  The  concrete  floor  and  walls  up  to  “ top  water 
level  ” were  completed. 

(b)  High  Level  Tank  and  Tower  (15,000  gallons  capacity). 
This  tank  was  completed  and  tested  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Pumping  Station.  The  building  was  completed  and 
ready  to  receive  the  pump  units. 

Proposed  new  Main,  south  of  Cowbridge  Road  to  serve  Llan- 
cadle,  Moulton,  Walterston,  St.  Lythans,  Duffryn  and  extension 
to  Allt  Aron,  Peterston. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  this  scheme,  but  owing  to  the 
delay  in  delivery  of  cast-iron  pipes  and  fittings  it  is  not  anticipated 
that  the  work  can  proceed  before  February,  1951. 

Rudry,  Rhydygwern  (Draethan)  and  Van. 

A contract  has  been  entered  into  for  this  scheme,  but  owing 
to  delay  in  the  delivery  of  pipes  and  fittings,  work  will  not  com- 
mence before  January,  1951. 

Creigiau. 

A scheme  for  taking  over  the  private  supply  serving  Creigiau 
was  completed  and  from  the  21st  April,  1949,  Creigiau  was  served 
with  water  from  the  Council’s  main  at  Pent^rch. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION,  DRAINAGE  AND 
SEWERAGE. 

A small  sewerage  extension  was  carried  out  in  the  Lavernock 
Parish  by  the  British  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  Ltd.,  Lavernock. 
The  works  canteen,  and  office  blocks  and  five  adjoining  properties 
were  drained  to  a sewer  which  was  in  turn  connected  to  the  sewer 
of  the  Penarth  Urban  District  Council.  The  works  and  one  house 
previously  drained  to  cesspools  whilst  the  other  four  dwellings  were 
provided  with  earth  closets.  These  latter  have  now  been  converted 
to  water  closets. 

Penmark  (Fontigary  Sewerage). 

A Public  Enquiry  was  held  on  15th  July,  1949,  in  connection 
with  the  above  and  a communication  was  subsequently  received  from 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  suggesting  (a)  the  omission  of  certain 
items  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  scheme  and  (b)  the  provision  of  a 
tidal  storage  tank  with  automatically  controlled  discharge. 

Pentyrch  Sewerage. 

(a)  Gwaelodygarth. 

Work  on  this  section  of  the  scheme  commenced  during  the  last 
week  of  the  year. 

(b)  Pentyrch  and  Creigiau. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  sites  for  the  proposed 
sewerage  disposal  works  were  still  continuing  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Peterston-super-Ely  (Gwern-y-Steeple). 

The  Public  Enquiry  in  connection  with  the  above  was  held  on 
31st  October,  1949.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have  suggested 
a revision  of  the  scheme  submitted  at  the  Enquiry.

Two  extensions  of  a major  character  have  been  introduced 
during  the  year,  those  being  the  inclusion  of — 

1.  St.  Brides  Village 

2.  Moulton  and  Walterston,  Llancarfan. 

Apart  from  the  foregoing,  there  have  been  a number  of  minor 
extensions  to  include  houses  newly  constructed  or  properties 
situated  a short  distance  beyond  the  previous  limit  of  the  scavenging 
areas. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  also  undertaken  from  Hayes 
Farm  Camp  immediately  the  Council  assumed  control  of  this  camp 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  again  gave  consideration  to  the  question  of  extend- 
ing the  area  covered  by  direct  labour,  but  deferred  the  matter  until 
a decision  had  been  given  upon  the  application  of  the  Cardiff 
Corporation  for  a variation  of  their  boundaries. 


CAMPING  SITES 

Applications  for  permission  to  establish  camping  grounds  on 
land  situated  within  the  coastal  area  of  the  district  were  again 
received  and,  no  planning  objection  being  received  to  their  use 
during  the  summer  months,  the  following  licences  were  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  I (i)  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936:— 

1.  Swanbridge  Bay  Camping  Ground — 44  trailer  caravans  to 

30t.h  September,  1949. 

2.  Spinney  Camping  Ground — 22  trailer  caravans  to  31st 

October,  1949. 

3.  St.  Marys  Well  Bay,  Lavernock — 40  trailer  caravans  to  3 1 st 

October,  1949. 

4.  Old  Searchlight  Station,  Lavernock — 15  tents  to  31st 

October,  1949. 

5.  Court  Farm,  Rhoose — 50  tents  or  trailer  caravans  to  31st 

October,  1949. 

6.  Land  in  occupation  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Cullen,  Sully — 3 trailer 
caravans  and  one  tent  to  31st  October,  1949. 

Land  at  rear  of  Chemist  Shop,  Rhoose — 4 tents  for  a period 
of  one  month. 


7. 
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The  above  list  shows  a reduction  of  one  from  the  previous 
year’s  licences,  no  application  having  been  received  in  respect  of 
land  adjoining  Fontigary  Cafe,  Rhoose. 

All  these  sites  are  provided  with  a mains  water  supply  and, 
with  the  exception  of  No.  6 have  flush  water  closets.  The  moveable 
dwellings  have  their  own  individual  closets. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made  of  these  camping  grounds 
during  the  summer  months  and  I have  to  record  again  a recurring 
nuisance  from  the  cesspool  draining  the  conveniences  at  Court 
Farm,  Rhoose.  It  is  hoped  that  the  extension  of  the  sewer  through 
Fontigary,  approval  for  which  had  been  given  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
will  finally  abate  these  insanitary  conditions.  The  attention  of  the 
Council  was  also  called  to  the  gross  over-crowding  of  this  camp, 
the  number  of  trailers  and  tents  stationed  on  the  land  during  the 
“ peak  period  ” of  August  being  grossly  in  excess  of  that  permitted 
under  the  licence. 

Another  aspect  of  the  camping  grounds  with  which  the  Council 
have  been  faced  is  the  continued  occupation  of  trailers  after  the  close 
of  the  camping  season  by  persons  who  have  no  other  home.  A 
report  submitted  towards  the  end  of  the  year  revealed  that  no 
fewer  than  three  licensed  sites  had  occupied  trailers  and  necessary 
action  was  taken  to  compel  the  licensee  to  secure  their  removal. 

Three  licences  pursuant  to  sub-section  I (ii)  of  section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  were  granted  to  persons  to  station 
and  use  moveable  dwellings.  These  licences,  granted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  certain  individuals  the  nature  of  whose  occupation  compels 
them  to  travel  to  various  parts  of  the  country,  are  limited  in  duration 
and  are  reviewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  licence.  One 
of  the  conditions  attached  to  these  licenses  is  that  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  land  shall  not  permit  any  further  moveable  dwelling 
to  be  placed  thereon.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  noxious  emissions 
from  a chemical  works  within  the  district.  The  facts  were  reported 
to  the  Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.  Works  and  several  visits  were  made 
in  company  with  him  to  the  factory,  as  a result  of  which  certain 
steps  were  taken  by  the  Company.  These  improvements  were 
installed  toward?'  the  end  of  the  year  and  insufficient  time  has 
elapsed  to  judge  their  efficacy. 

Complaints  were  also  received  of  dust  emission  from  a cement 
works.  In  this  case  also,  contact  was  made  with  the  Inspector  of 
Alkali  etc.  Works  and  the  Company  has  now  undertaken  to  have 
dust  arrester  plant  installed.  Delivery,  however,  cannot  be  expected 
for  eighteen  months  to  two  years. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Nine  dwellings,  two  of  which  were  Council  houses,  were 
treated  for  verminous  infestation.  Systematic  inspection  of  all 
houses  from  which  tenants  are  accepted  for  occupation  of  Council 
houses  was  carried  out  to  ensure  that  no  verminous  infestation 
was  transferred  to  the  Council’s  properties. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  open 
to  the  public  in  any  part  of  the  area.

Nine  of  the  ten  cottages  mentioned  above  were,  due  to  their 
unfit  condition  for  human  habitation,  closed  by  the  consent  of  the 
owners,  and  alternative  accommodation  provided  for  the  families 
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in  occupation.  In  the  case  of  Tynycoed  Cottages,  Rhiwbina,  both  of 
which  were  overcrowded  and  in  an  unfit  condition,  the  committee 
agreed,  as  a temporary  measure,  to  allow  the  owner  to  convert  the 
two  cottages  into  one,  and  to  carry  out  such  work  as  was  necessary 
to  render  the  premises  fit  for  the  occupation  of  one  family,  and  the 
other  family  were  provided  with  alternative  accommodation. 


RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 


The  main  purpose  of  the  survey,  which  was  to  present  an  over- 
all picture  of  the  condition  of  the  “ working  class  ” property,  has 
now  been  largely  achieved.  A rateable  value  of  £15  was  fixed  as 
the  upper  limit  of  “ working  class  ” property,  but  this  figure 
brings  within  range  bungalows  and  the  smaller  type  of  house, 
many  of  which  were  built  between  the  two  wars  and  which  are 
structurally  sound  and  provided  with  all  amenities.  Inspection 
and  classification  of  the  old  property  has  been  largely  completed 
and  the  17  per  cent,  remaining  to  be  inspected  are  mainly  those  of 
of  the  type  indicated  above.

period  of  40  years  was  made  by  Messrs.  Thurstons,  Ltd.,  Dinas  Powis 
in  respect  of  each  of  two  properties  to  be  erected  at  Dinas  Powis 
and  intended  for  occupation  by  agricultural  workers.  The  applica- 
tions were  granted  and  the  erection  of  the  houses  commenced  during 
the  year. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  which  came  into  operation  this  year 
removes  the  reference  to  the  “ working  classes  ” in  many,  but  not 
all,  of  the  principal  Acts  of  1936.  The  principal  provisions  of  the 
new  Act  are  contained  in  Part  II  and  relate  to  financial  assistance 
which  is  available  towards  the  improvement  of  existing  housing 
accommodation.  To  qualify  for  a grant,  the  local  authority  must 
be  satisfied  that  the  property  will,  after  completion  of  the  proposed 
work: — 

1.  Satisfy  a comprehensive  standard  laid  down  in  the  Act. 

2.  Remain  structurally  sound  for  a period  of  30  years. 

3.  That  all  the  proposed  improvements  can  be  executed 
for  the  sum  of  £600. 
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Grants  of  up  to  50  per  cent,  of  £600  are  available  and  rent 
chargeable  in  respect  of  the  resulting,  dwelling  is  fixed  to  a figure 
estimated  in  accordance  with  a formula  specified  in  the  Act. 

The  operation  of  this  Act  in  the  Council’s  district  could  have 
the  effect  of  bringing  up  to  a satisfactory  standard  many  of  those 
houses  where  amenities  are  lacking  and  it  will  also  serve  to  enable 
the  extension  of  accommodation  to  ameliorate  overcrowding. 
Having  regard  to  the  limit  of  £600,  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  will 
enable  property  classified  as  unfit  to  be  reconditioned  to[the  required 
standard  as  this  class  of  house  invariably  requires  a very  much  larger 
sum  to  be  expended. 

The  repair  of  dwellings  during  the  year  has  been  enforced  under 
the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  it  is 
a source  of  satisfaction  to  report  that  notices  are  now  being  more 
expeditiously  complied  with.  Except  for  intermittent  shortages 
of  bricks  and  cement,  building  materials  appear  to  be  more  readily 
available.  Timber,  however,  as  is  well  known,  continues  to  be  in 
short  supply  and  is  still  subject  to  licence. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  squatters  took  over  hut- 
ments at  Hayes  Camp,  Sully,  and  the  Council  were  later  requested 
by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to  assume  control.  After  some 
discussion,  the  Council  accepted  transfer  of  the  requisition  in  July 
and  since  that  date  adaptations  have  been  proceeding.  Eventually 
each  hut  will  be  provided  with  a separate  water  supply  and  slop 
water  drainage.

Important  legislation  designed  to  bring  into  operation  the  policy 
defined  by  the  Government  in  July  1943  in  the  White  Paper,  “Measures 
to  Improve  the  Quality  of  the  Nation’s  Milk  Supply,”  took  effect 
as  from  1st  October,  1949.  Broadly  speaking,  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture is  now  responsible  for  supervision  of  milk  production  at  the 
farm,  but  sanitary  authorities  retain  the  duty  of  controlling  the 
distribution  and  sale  of  milk.  So  far  as  graded  milk  is  concerned,  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  now  grants  licences  for  the 
production  of  “Tuberculin  Tested”  and  “Accredited”  milks. 
The  County  Council  grant  licences  for  pasteurising  and  sterilising 
establishments,  and  local  authorities  continue  to  be  responsible  for 
all  other  licences,  except  dealers’  licences  issued  to  a local  authority 
or  County  Council  by  the  Minister  of  Food. 

In  pursuance  of  these  new  arrangements,  this  Council  have 
granted  the  following  licences  since  the  1st  October,  1949: —

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Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  396  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  405  for  the  previous  year.  No  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified;  this  is  the  third  successive  year  in  which  no  cases  have 
been  notified.  This  is  an  interesting  record  and  illustrates  the  value 
of  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  These  inoculations  are  being 
actively  carried  on  both  by  private  practitioners  and  by  the  staff 
of  the  South-east  Health  Division. 

Tuberculosis. 

Notification  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  has  again  shown  a 
slight  decrease  from  45  to  37  of  which  32  were  of  the  pulmonary 
infection  and  5 of  non-pulmonary.  The  number  of  deaths  was  10 
as  against  14  for  the  previous  year. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  is  nil  and  in  no 
case  has  it  been  necessary  to  communicate  with  any  medical  practi- 
tioner during  the  year. 

The  visiting  of  these  cases  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitors  of  the  South-east  Glamorgan  Health  Division  and  the  reports 
of  their  visits  are  sent  in  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician.  A copy  of 
their  report  is  sent  also  to  the  Health  Department  and  any  action 
that  is  necessary  from  the  housing  standpoint  is  taken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
Chief  Officials  of  the  Departments,  together  with  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  year.
